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Striking Proof that Mr. Garrick was no Mier. 


HE following anecdote is prefented to our readers, to 

clear, in fome meafure, an afperfion which is annexed 
to the charaéter of our celebrated Rofcius, viz. his extreme 
parfimony on all occafions : The circumftance may be relied 
on for a fa&, as the writer had it from the mouth of the late 
Albany Wallis, Efq. of Norfolk-ftreet, who was the folicitor 
and intimate friend of Mr. Garrick. 

The converfation happening to turn on the fubje& of 
playing, Mr. Garrick was of courfe brought on the tapis, 
and, after a difcuffion of his theatrical merits, his private 
chara€ter became alfo a matter of inveftigation; when, on 
the writer’s bringing forward the charge of parfimony, 
was immediatel y anfwered by Mr. Wallis, with a relation 
nearly i in the following words :— 

I can atteft, Sir, that your fuggeftion is unfounded; 
Mr. Garrick, ’tis true was no more a fool in charity than in 
other matters ; he knew where and how to beftow his libe- 
rality.”” Mr. Wallis then continued to relate as follows :— 

‘Mr. Garrick came to me one morning ina violent hurry, 
and, without even his ufual falutation, abruptly execlaimed— 
‘ My dear friend, the Doétor is in want, you muft inftantly 
do me a favour ; come, come, put on your hat, and without 
delay go to Doétor Johnfon’s lodgings, and prefent him with 
thefe bank- notes, but on your life do not mention from whom 
you had them.”” The amount, Mr. Wallis remarked was by 
no means inconfidcrable. 
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In compliance with his requeft,” continued Mr. Wallis, 

Linitantly waited on the Doétor, and being announced, 
was ufhered into his apartment; having prefaced my errand 
with as much delicacy as poflible, I prefented the notes, 
which the Doétor received with much agitation, and after a 
few moments, wiping away the tears that involuntarily rofe 
in his eyes, he prefled my hand between his with energy, ex- 
claiming, © Mr. Wallis I know from whence this comes ; 
tell Mr. Garrick that his kindnefs is almoft too much for me; 
tell him alfo, that I fhall never be enabled to repay this, much 
lefs what I have before “ere at his hands.’ A few months 
alter this donation the Doétor died.

YHE, Taurique palace was the place chofen by Prince 

Potemkin for the fplendid entertainment which he gave 

his fovereign, and which was confidered as a teftimony of 

gratitude for the greatnefs to which fhe had raifed him. 

After the death of this favourite, Catharine chofe it for her 
atttumnal refidence. 

The facade of this building is compofed of an immenfe 
colonnade, fupporting a cupola. The entrance is into a 
grand veftibule, communicating with the apartments on the 
right and left ; and at the farther end isa portico, leading to 
a fecond veftibule of prodigious fize, receiving light from 
the top, and furrounded at a great height by a gallery, in- 
rended tor an orcheltra, and containing an organ. Fromthis 
i double row of pillars leads tothe principal faloon, defigned 
for crand entertainments. It is impothibic to defcribe the im- 
preffion made by this gigantic temple: it is more than a 
hundred paces “olin wide in proportion, and is furrounded 
by a double row of ree pillars, between which, at mide 
height are boxes ornamented with feftoons elegantly fculp- 
tured, and lined with filk. ‘pon the vaulted roof are ful- 
per yded globes of glafs, which ferve as chandeliers, and from 
which the dight is infinitely refle¢ted by Jooking-glafles, placed 
at all the extremities of this vaft hall. It has neither fur- 
niture, nor ornaments, except fome vafes of Carrara marble, 
aftonifhing for their fize and the beauty of their workman. 
thip, placed at both ends of the faloon, which are rounded 
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into femicircles. Near this faloon is the winter garden, fepa- 
rated from it only by the colonnade. ‘The vault of this vaft 
edifice is fupported by pilafters in the form of palm.trees ; 
within the walls are tubes, to conduét heat round the builds 
ing; and canals of metal, filled with hot water, keep up-an 
uniform temperature under this delightful parterre. 

The eye wanders with rapture over plants and fhrubs of 
every clime, refts with admiration on an antique built, or 
views with aflonifhment the various fifhes of all hues in 
cryftal vafes. Atranfparent obelifk reproduces to the eye, 
under a thoufand different tints, thefe wonders of art and na- 
ture; and a grotto hung with looking-glafles, endlefsly re- 
fleéts them. The. delicious temperature, the intoxicating 
odour of the flowers, and the voluptuous filence of this en- 
chanting place, plunge the mind intoa pleafing reverie, and 
tran{port the imagination to the woods cf Italy. The illufion 
continues, till deftroyed by the afpeét of all the rudeneis 
and feverity of winter, when the enchanted eye wanders out 
of the windows, and beholds the troft and fnow furrounding 
this magnificent garden. In the midf of this ely fium rifes 
the majeltic flatue of Catharine IJ. in Perfian marble. 

On this theatre of his grandeur, Potemkin arranged the 
preparations for the entertainment he gave his fovereign, be- 
tore he departed for the fouthern provinces, where death 
awaited him. This favourite feemed to have a fecret prefage 
of his approaching end, and was defirous yet once more to 
enjoy all the plenitude of her favour. 

The preparations for this entertainment were immentfe, like 

every thing to which his imagination gave birth. Heem- 
ployed artilts of all kinds for feveral months: more than a 
hundred perfons alfembled daily, to prepare themfelves for 
the parts he had deftined thein to aft, and every rehearfal was 
akindof feat. 
_At length the appointed day arrived to gratify the impa- 
tience of the whole capital. Befides the Emprefs and her 
family, Prince Potemkin had invited all the court, the fo- 
reign minillers, the Ruffian nobility, and many individuals 
of the firft ranks in fociety. 

At fix in the evening the cntertainment was opened with 
a mafked ball. When the carriage of the Emprefs ap- 
proached, meat, drink, and clothes, of all kinds were diftri- 
buted in profufion among the aflembled populace. The 
Emprefs entered the ve ftibule to the found of lively mutfic, 
executed by upwards of three hundred performers. Thence 
she repaired to the principal {aloon, whither fhe was followed 
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by the crowd; and afcended a platform, raifed for her in the 
centre of the faloon, and furrounded by tranfparent deco- 
rations, with appropriate infcriptions. The company ar- 
ranged themfelves under the colonnade, and in the boxes; 
and then commenced the fecond aét of this extraordinary 
{peétacle. 

The Grand Dukes Alexander and Conftantine, at the head 
of the flower of allthe young perfons about the cotrt, per- 
formed a ballet. The dancers, male and female, forty-eight 
in number, all dreffed in white, with magnificent {carves, 
and covered with jewels, eftimated to be worth above ten 
millions of rubles (a million fterling). The ballet was per- 
formed to a feleét airs, fuitable to the occafion, and inter- 
{perfed with fongs. The celebrated Lepic concluded it with 
a pas of his own compofing. 

The company then removed to another faloon, adorned 
with the richeft tapeftry the Gobelins could produce. In 
the centre was an artificial elephant, covgred with rubies and 
emeralds; and in his cornac was a Perfian richly clad. On 
his giving the fignal, by flriking on abell, a curtain rofe, 
and a magnificent flage appeared at the end of the apartment. 
On it were performed two ballets of a new kind, anda lively 
comedy, by which the company were much amufed, con. 
cluded the fpe@acle. This was followed by chorus finging, 
various dances, and an Afiatic proceflion, remarkable for its 
diverfity of dreffes, all the people fubje& to the f{ceptre of 
the Emprefs being reprefented in it. 

Prefently after, all the apartments, illuminated with the 
greateft care, were thrown open to the curiofity of the crowd. 
The whole palace feemed on fire: the garden was covered 
with {parkling flones; mirrors innumerable, pyramids, and 
globes of glafs, refleéted the magic fpeétacle in all direétions. 
A table was {pread with fix hundred covers ; and the reft of 
the guefls. were ferved ftanding. The table fervice was of 
gold and filver; exquifite dainties were ferved in veffels 
of the greateft richnefs ; antique cups overflowed with the 
mott collly liquors; andthe moft expenfive chandeliers gave 
light to the table. Officers and domettics in great number, 
richly cloathed, were eager to anticipate the withes of the 
cuefts. 

The Emprefs, contrary to cuftom, remained till midnight. 
She feemed to fear her departure would check the hap pioefs 
of her favourite. When the withdrew, numerous bands of 
fingers, and harmonious mufic, made the vaulted roofs of the 
palace refound with a hymn toher honour. At this — 
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fo moved, that fhe turned to Prince Potemkin to exprefs her 
farisfaétion : he, overpowered by the fentiment of what he 
owed his fovereign, fell at her feet, took her hand, and wa- 
tered it with tears. ‘This was the laft time it was in his power 
to teflify his gratitude to the auguft author of his grandeur 
in this place. 





SKETCH of the CITY of COPENHAGEN. 


HE city of Copenhagen contains the principal fortrefs 

of the country; the fleet; the marine arfenals; the 
only univerfity in Denmark; the bank ; the -fovereign tri- 
bunal; the principal academies; the only good theatre in 
Denmark ; a fuperb library ; a veterinary fchool; a fchool 
for cadets in the fea and land fervice; a mufeum containing 
a variety of rare and curious objeéts; a number of fuperb 
edifices, ftatues, and monuments of every kind. On the 
fide next the fea, this city prefents itfelf in all its magnifi- 
cence. It is perceived at the diftance of feveral miles. 

Nothing in the north equals the profpe& prefented by the 
channel of the Sound ; which has Denmark on the right, 
Sweden on the left, and Copenhagen almoft in front. The 
Gothick towers with which it abounds, and which from a 
diflance have a majeftic appearance, engage and fix the at- 
tention of voyagers by the height of their fpires, as well as 
by the variety of the ornaments with which they are deco- 
rated, 

On the coaft of Denmark, appears a continued fucceffion 
of rich plains, woods, meadows, fuperb manfions, neat villas, 
and pleafant gardens, adorned with all the ornaments of art ; 
while the Swedith fhore exhibits corn-lands, paftures, a moun- 
tainous and pi¢turefque coaft, and at length the ifle of Hocen, 
celebrated as containing the obfervatory of Tycho Brahe, 
Helfingoer (or Elfineur), with the fortreffes of Cronenburgh 
and Helfinburg, which appear to unite. 

As the vovager advances, he feems to fail in the midft of 
alake, but foon difcovers the fea, and the whole extent of 
the plain of Copenhagen, its port filled with veffels, and its 
cultivated environs. Thefe obyeéts efpecially attract the at- 
tention of the {pectator. The firft is the tower of the church 
of St. Saviour, afcended by a circular flair-cafe on the out- 
fide, ornamented with a handfome baluftrade of brafs; the 


fecond, is the fteeple of the church of Notre Dame, remark- 
able 
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able for its height ; and the third, the obfervatory, which re. 
fembles a coloffal,column. 

Foreigners, who. in,general have conceived a mean idea of 
this. metropolis,. will be exiremely furprifed on. walkigg 
through .the New Town, ‘They will find broad ftraight 
ftreets, well paved, foot-ways in excellent condition; hand. 
fome edifices, and every where the figns of wealth and mag. 
nificence ; numérous equipagés, elegant liveries, a number 
of fervants, xc, refembiimeg in effect the {quares or new ftreets 
at the welt end of London. 

The garrifon, in time of peace, confifts of fix regiments 
of infantry, the foot-guard, the horfe-guard, a corps of at- 
ullery, two. battalions of Iight intantry, a corps of imarines, 
and a {quadron of huffars, amounting, in the whole, to about 
10,000 men; to. which may be added the city. militia, the 
ehief officers of which are appoimted by the King, and the 
Colonels and Captains rank among the officers of the army. 
The fortrefs of Frederickiftadt, fupported on the other fide by 
the batteries of the arfenal, defends the entrance of the har- 
bour, where there is befides another battery, and where in 
cafe of neceflity a number of flat-bottomed vetlels and float- 
ing batteries may be {ftationed. 

The arfenals are fituated at fome diftance from each other. 
M. Ramdohr fpeaks thus of them—" We find (fays he)a 
number of fpacious edifices, fhips building, magazines, 
cranes, bridges, batteries, and finiihed veflels : there are 1000 
carpenters and joiners only. In fine (fays he) after coming 
out of the arfenals and magazines, if we would appreciate 
the human powers, and form an idea of the genius of man, 
we muft go to Copenhagen and furvey the arfenals, and the 
canalsand bafins.”’ ‘Fhe failors are lodged in barracks appro- 
priate to thém. They contain about 6000 failors, together 
with their families, and fome ofhicers who maintain order.

N the next day our traveller {et out for Seenhofa, to 

fee the King. He acquaints us that the Mohwoia con- 
duéted him “* through a long ftreet, with huts on both fides, 
toa grafs-plot, where a number of men formed a circle, in 
the centre of which I faw the Sohaawoia (or King). Heap- 
peared to be about forty years of age, was feated upon a 
round block of wood, and held his battle-axe in his hand. I 
had on the preceding day taken out four guilders from be- 
tween the lining of my waillcoat for the purpofe of pre- 
lenting them to the King; and with thefe in my hand I 


entered the ring. His Majeity enquired of me (through the 
medium of one of the by-flanders, who feemed to have un 
dertaken the office of interpreter), whence I had come, wh 
ther L was going, and why I vifited his dominions. I had 
much 
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much difficulty to underftand thefe queflions: but the inter. 
preter was flill more puzzled to comprehend my an{wers; 
for he had but a very flight knowledge of the Caffrarian lan. 
guage. Having explained tothe King what I had an{wered, 
he was ordered to afk me whether I were a Moor ora Chrif- 
tian. I anfwered that I was an Arab; for I fuppofed that 
they were not acquainted with that name. I now prefented 
the four guilders to the King, and requefted him to grant me 
afupply of the neceffaries of life. He viewed the money 
for fome time, and then ordered one of his wives to fetch 
fome meal and milk. She immediately obeyed; and I fat 
down on the ground to eat the mixture which fhe had pre. 
pared for me. I then accompanied his Majefty to his hut, 
where a mat was given meto fiton. He now examined me 
with greater attention, and bade the interpreter tell me that, 
if I gave him more pieces of money, he would retain me 
here and appoint mea kayfeeto, i. e. a fervant. I protefted 
‘ that Ihad nota fingle piece of money left; but his offer I 
accepted with pleafure, hoping thereby to acquire an accu- 
rate knowledge of the language, laws, and cuftoms of the 
country. But in the courfe of a few days, 1 found that 
they confidered me as no better than a common {lave, and 
that I was in danger of being, fooner or later, bartered to 
fome other nation. I was plentifully fupplied with provi- 
fions; but I was not fatisfied with the behaviour of the King 
towards me in other refpeéts. The royal houfchold confied 
only of his wife and children, and of a few fervants, all of 
whom Iddged in feparate huts. The King being very jea- 
lous, I was not allowed to go near the women, but ufually 
attended him in his own hut, or when he went to the chace. 
The latter part of my employment was fometimes very 
laborious, for I was obliged to carry home the game we killed. 
But, fortunately for me, the King never went a hunting 
except when his ftock of provifions happened to be ex- 
haufted, for, whilft a fufficiency remained, his Majefty, as 
well as the greater part of his fubjeéts, gave himfelf up to 
indolence and fleep; which was likewife difagreeable to me, 
for whilft he flept I was obliged to remain quite ftill in the 
hut. My daily fare confifted of about a pound of meal or 
corn, and a quart of four milk; but when I was allowed 
flefh meat, my ufual portion of meal was not given me. 
The King was a man of middle ftature and good appear- 

ance; he had fix wives and fourteen children.” 
Our traveller finding that in confequence of the King 
and his fon becoming jealous of them on account of their 
wives 
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wives feeming to be partial to him, had refolved to fell him 
as a flave to another nation, refolved not to ftay with them 
muchlonger. Accordingly attending his mafter on the 29th 
of November ona hunting party, as foon as he had entered 
a wood, he pretended to be feized with a violent pain in his 
bowels, and fat down on the ground. 

His mailer believing him to be really ill gave him leave to 
remain there ‘till he returned. The moment he was out 
of fight, fays Damberger, “ 1 {prang up and turned to 
the north, endeavouring to reach fome mountains in that 
direftion. Though the heat was excefflive, and I was ex- 
tremely tormented by thirft, I exerted all my ftrength, and 
ran as faft as I poflibly could, not even ftopping to take a 
draught of water from the calabafh. In three hours I 
reached the banks of a river, called, as I afterwards learned, 
the Cayetho, i. e. ‘ Sweet River.’ Fortunately for me this 
river was not deep, and I could ford it without danger; but 
in my hurry I flrack my foot with fuch violence againft a 
fharp ftone in the water, that I fell down, and fhould cer. 
tainly have been drowned, had the current of the river been 
more rapid. Fortunately, however, I was able to get up 
again, and reached the oppofite bank in fafety. I imme- 
diately continued my flight, and although I faw villages tothe 
tight and left of me, I carefully avoided them, and luckily 
none of the inhabitants faw me. ‘Towards evening I reached 
a wood, where I was forced to flop, the wound in my foot 
having become exceflively painful. I flept little, and in the 
morning was f{carcely able to put my foot to the ground; 
therefore, as I had fome millet left, 1 refolved to remain 
where I was, and applied fome green leaves to the wound, 
which fomewhat alleviated the pain. 

“On the 1{t of December I limped flowly on, and at 
noon reached the town called Drofah. This town has four 
flreets, and confifls of about two hundred and fifty huts, 
lying in the form of ahalf-moon. There is a great deal of 
good pafture-ground in the neighbourhood. I enquired for. 
the Mohwoia, and was immediately condu&ted to him; he 
behaved in a very friendly manner towards me, efpecially 
after I had made him a prefent of three guilders; but when 
he obferved the hurt in my foot, he refufed me admiffion into 
his hut, from an apprehenfion that he might catch a fimilar 
hurt. No one would now receive me: at laft, however, an 
old man, who, probably, was free from this ridiculous preju- 
dice, took pity on me, and led me to his hut, where he gave 

me fome milk; after which he fetched fome green leaves, 
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bruifed them with a flone, and applied them to my foot, 
On the following morning the pain had abated, and therefore, 
as I was afraid of being purfued, I took leave of the hof- 
pitable old man, giving him a guilder in return for the kind. 
nefs he had fhewn me. 1 proceeded in a north-eafterly di. 
re€tion, and about noon arrived at a village called Akilah, 
but flopped there only afew hours, as the inhabitants feemed 
inclined to detain and make a flave of me; but perhaps my 
ragged drefs, the hurt in my foot, and my long beard, de. 
terred them. Having obtained a little milk from one of 
them, I continued my journey. About an hour’s walk from 
the village, at a narrow pafs between the mountains, three 
flout men ran towards me, and put feveral quettions to me, 
moft of which I underftood, namely, whence I came, whi- 
ther I was going, and to what country I belonged? I an- 
{wered, that I was a native of the weft, and was travelling 
towards my own country: but that did not hinder them from 
putting many other queftions to me; and, as I did not under- 
ftand their queries, and therefore could return no an{wer, two 
of them laid hofd of me by the arms, whilit the third took 
my calabafh, and Jed me to a place where they had killed a 
young wolf, whichthey ordered me to take upon my fhoul- 
ders and carry after them. I hefitated, and fhewed them the 
hurt in my foot, but in vain, for one of them gave me fome 
blows with a {pear, and threatened to run me through if I 
would not carry the carcafe of the wolf. Itook it upon my 
back and followed them, but flowly ; they therefore pushed 
me on by repeated blows. The great heat, fatigue, and pain, 
fo overpowered me, that I fevera! times funk under my load. 
I implored them to have pity on me; but their hearts being 
ftecled againit all my entreaties, they beat me till I again got 
up. At Jaft 1 arrived, balf dead with pain and fatigue, at the 
village which I had lett a few hours before. When I had 
depolited my load, my cruel tormentors bid ‘me be gone. 
Not being able to walk, I fat down by the fide of their hut 
to reft myfelf; but even this indulgence was denied me. | 
therefore crawled along as well as I could, till 1 came to the 
hut where I had received fome milk at noon. ‘The owner of 
it happened to be looking out at the door, and I begged of 
him to take pity on me. He alked me, what hindered me 
trom walking; and when I fhewed him the hurt in my foot, 
-he exprefled his willingnels to allift me. Perceiving that my 
whole body was covered with blood, part of which, however, 





had flowed down my waitlcoat, from the carcafe of the wolf, 
he became {till kinder, and even expreffed by his geftures 
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how much he was incenfed againft thofe who had treated me 
with fuch cruelty. He fpread out a fheep-fkin before the 
hut, and bade me fit down on it ; he then looked at my foot, 
and immediately {poke to a girl, who foon returned with 
feveral kinds of leaves, which he carefully examined, and 
then appliedto my foot. I then received fome meal and 
milk, and was in every refpeét treated as if Lhad been a na- 
tive of the country. A couch was prepared for me in the 
hut, and fome fkins were given me tocover myfelf. At firdt 
I was not able to fleep, partly on account of the pain which 
I fuffered, and partly through fufpicion, as I did not yet al- 
together truft my hoft. Butmy fufpicions of his integrity 
were quite erroneous ; for he was a truly benevolent philan- 
thropift, as his fubfequent kchaviour clearly proved. At 
dawn of day he arofe and afked, whether the pain had 
abated ? On my anfwering in the negative, he feemed fur- 
prized, becaufe he had fuppoifed the leaves would operate 
flronger. He now bid me come before the hut. I crawled 
out; he looked at the fore, and was much terrified at the 
fight, as it was worfe. He fent, however, without hefitation, 
for another kind of leaves, refembling thofe of our willows, 
bruifed them on a ftone, and made them up with grcafe into 
falve, with which he rubbed my leg with fo much violence, 
that I had nearly loft my fenfes; he then tied a thong or 
flrap around the {wollen part and bade me lay down, I did 
1o,and the pain growing lIefs violent, I fell afleep. When 
I awoke in the evening, I found that my foot bad been 
wrapped up in palm-leaves, and that the pain had abated very 
much, Full eight days e wae 1, however, before 1 could put 
my foot tothe ground. During this time a man came into 
the hut, whom my hofl acquaimed with the circumitances of 
my cafe, and in particular with the ill-treatment 1 had expe- 
rienced from fome of the inhabitants, at which he exprefled 
great indignation. When he had left the hut, I learned that 
he was the Mohwoia, fon-in-law of my benefaétor, and that 
he promifed to punith thefe cruel wretches. On the tenth 
day I intended to depart, but my benetaftor’s wife having 
been delivered of a boy , 1 was obliged to flay till the next 
day, to aflift at a feftival, celebrated on that occafion. On 
my departure I was prefented with fome proviffon for my 


journey. Having pafled through three villages, I reached, 


in the evening, the boundaries of the Seegerines, where L

3D 2 Memoirs 
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Memoirs of the prefent King of the Two Sicilies, 


ERDINAND IV. Kinz of the Two Sicilies, was born 

in Naples, in the year 1751. He was the third fon of 
Charles III. late King of Spain, and formerly his predecef- 
for in the Sicilian monarchy. It was remarked that Ferdi. 
nand, during his infancy, difcovered more {pirit and vivacity 
than any of his brothers, and that he was, for this reafon, the 
great favourite of the Queen Mother. As foon as he became 
competent to receive an education fuitable to his rank, the 
Prince of Saint Nicandro, a religious and intelligent noble- 
man, was chofen for his tutor, while the Bifhop Latilla, one 
of the beft fcholars then in Naples, was appointed to the 
more important office of chief inftruétor. His conftitution 
was however, fo weak at that time, and fo different from 
what it has been in any fubfequent part of his life, that he 
was long prevented from exerting his intelleétual powers 
with that degree of fuccefs which nature and fortune had 
feemed to promife. 

In the year 1759, by the death of Ferdinand VI. of Spain, 
without iffue, Charles his brother, already King of the Two 
Sicilies, fueceeded to the Spanifh monarchy. The eldeft ot 
his many children, Prince Philip, being deftitute of mental 
powers, and Charles being, of courfe, the prefumptive heir 
of the crown of Spain; the third fon, Ferdinand, was def- 
tined to the throne of the Two Sicilies. There exifts, in the 
laft edition of the code of common laws of the kingdom of 
Naples, the Pragmatic Sanétion, by which the fuycceflion 
to both crowns was fettled; and it is in the recolleétion of 
fome old perfons fill living, with what magnificent cere- 
mony King Charles gave the inveftiture of the kingdoms to 
Prince Ferdinand. Some days previoufly to his departure 
for Spain, he convoked, in one of the chief apartments of 
the royal palace of Naples, an aflembly of the nobility, the 
magiftracy, the principal officers of the army, and the repre- 
fentatives of the metropolis. He was fitting on his throne, 
and the young Prince flood by his fide. He aétually deli- 
vered a fhort fpeech, purporting, “ I have hitherto been 
happy in governing the two kingdoms which providence had 
allotted me. I have endeavoured to preferve your tranquility 
from foreign invafions, to reform your laws, to fecure to you 
the bleflings of jultice, honour, and rewards. I {hould, perhaps, 
have undertaken fome more things forthe profperity of my 
people, if I had continued to live among them. But it is the will 
of the Almighty that 1 fhould repair to my native country, te 
receive 
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receive the crown of my anceftors. On parting with you, I 
feel a great comfort in leaving to you this beloved youth. 
I fincerely hope he may perform all the duties towards you 
and me, and furpafs his father in exertions, fame, and lon- 
gevity—Receive, Prince, the {word which my auguft father 
prefented to me when he fent me to Italy, to affert my rights 
to thefe kingdoms. I deliver it to thee; employ it in pro- 
tecting our holy religion, with the zeal of thy anceftors, and 
in fecuring univerfal juftice and peace to thy fubjeéts.”” An 
oath of allegiance was then taken by the new King, and a 
regency appointed to aflift him, during his minority, at the 
head of which was the Marquis Tanucci, Firft Minifter of 
State, and no lefs remarkable for his learning and loyalty, 
than his integrity as an honeft man. 

The commencement of the young King’s reign, thus bril- 
liantly begun, was clouded by a foreign ftorm which threa- 
tened to difpoffefs him of his newly acquired throne. It was 
a common report that, by a family arrangement formerly 
made, in Spain, between Philip V. and his Queen Elizabeth 
Farnefe, in cafe Prince Ferdinand, their firft-born and pre- 
fumptive heir of the crown, fhould die without iffue, Charles, 
the fecond fon, then in Naples, fhould occupy the monarchy 
of Spain; and the Infant D. Philip, their third fon, already 
Duke of Parma, that of the Two Sicilies. It was farther fta- 
ted, that this Prince, after having warmly expoftulated with his 
brother on the fubjeét, had interefted in his favour the Court of 
France, which had promifed its help for the conqueft of the 
two kingdoms. And fuch dependence did Philip place in 
receiving fuch fupport, that he was already forming a {mall 
army of Parmefans, Genocfe, and Piemontefe, for the purpofe 
of attacking Naples. The Neapolitan Regency on their fide, 
had already marched about 30,000 troops to the frontiers. 
The death of the Pretender put a timely end to the conteft. 
This fat being little known, the writer of thefe memoirs re- 
fers the readers to the hiflory of the year 1759, a volume 
in 8vo, which was publifhed in Venice in the year ,1760. 
__No fooner, however, had young Ferdinand confolidated 
his Crown, than he was obnoxious toa great national calamity, 
which feemed to foretell that his reign {hould be to him what 
it has really proved to be, a feries of misfortunes and without 
any fauiton his part. In the year 1763, the whole kingdom 
ot Naples was affli€ted by a famine until then unknown, and 
the accounts of which {till fhock all human feelings! In 
the metropolis, noblemen and ladies of the firft rank were 
teduced to walk the ftreets with money in their hands, afking 
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for a bit of bread: in the provinces the poor people after 
having devoured greens, herbs and vegetables of every kind, 
were obliged to nourifh themfelves with nettles and hemlocks; 
and thofe inhabitants who ftill poffeffed fome land or cattle, 
were obliged to exchange them with unfeeling ufurers fora 
few loaves of bread or a fack of corn. By thefe means the 
number of land-proprictors in the kingdom was afcertained, 
and there appeared to be a dimmution of 20,000 individuals, 
The tamine was attended as ufual by a dreadful epidemical 
difeafe. The year 1794 will always be memorable for having 
fwept from the kingdom five times a greater number of per. 
fons than any ever recorded inthe mortality-bills of the pre. 
ceding years. Had we no knowledge of the inconvenien. 
cies and dilordets accruing to the Two Sicilies, in every age, 
for want of a prudent adminiftration, this fa& alone would dif. 
grace the Neapolitan Government, even in theeyes of themof 
diftant! In one of the moit fertile countries upon the earth, 
where nature,even when fhe is leftto herfelf, furnifhes not only 
the fubfiftence, but every luxury, nothing but ignorance or 
profhigacy could reduce it to famine! Nor have we yetany 
apolegy publifhed to mitigate this offence, or to inform us 
whether it was the refult of unforefeen accidents, of ufuri- 
ous exportation of corn, of party f{pirit or of perfonal dil- 
affeGtion. 

By virtue of the Family Compaét, his Majefty during bis 
minority was obliged to adopt two meafures, which, perhaps, 
were not inhis charaéter. The hiflory of the confpiracy 
againfl the illuftrious order of the Jefuits, and of their rum 
and fuppreflion by the afcendency of the Bourbon Princes, 
is too well known to be noticedin this place. Their expul- 
fion from Naples was diftinguiihed by an uncommon degree 
of inhumanity,on the part of the magiftrates charged with 
the execution, which ex!ibited the moft ftriking contralls 
with the ptous and modeft refignation of the unfortunate 
victims. Many Neapolitans were eye-witneiles of fome 
particulars relating to this event. The fathers, in all ther 
convents, were, on a fudden, furprifed, at midnight by the 
magiftrates. Upon an intimation given to them that they 
fhould all get up aid affemble in one of their parlours, to 
hear the King’s orders, they hurried on their robes, and met 
in the appointed hall. As foon as the difpatch was read, they 
uttered no other words than—‘* God’s and the King’s will be 
done; and, with an exemplary fubmiflion and modefly, they 
left the place. They were foon tranfported to Pozzuoli, 
where, after a mofl infulting reception, and the mofk inhu- 
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man treatment from a commiffary, an ignorant, prefump- 
tuous, haughty, and violent magiftrate, they were hurried on 
board the gallies and conveyed out of the kingdom, like a 
band of malefaGtors. The other ftep taken by his Majefty 
was the Pragmatic Sanétion, by which he prohibited, in his 
dominions, the famous bull of Pius V. known under the 
name of budlain cana domini, condemned and annulled the 
anathem launched againft the Duke of Parma his coufin, and 
feized Benevento and Pontecervo upon the holy fee. Much 
has been faid on this fubje& in the article of his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Parma, to which we.refer our readers. 

His Majefty had aétually reached his majority when they 
thought of having him married ; accordingly on the 24th of 
April, 1768, he efpoufed the Arch- duchefs Mary Carolina 
of Auftria (her prefent Majefty) a handfome young Prin- 
cefs, eighteen months younger than himfelf. The firft years 
of this marriage between two royal perfons, in the bloom of 
their youth, and tenderly attached to each other, fully maiters 
of theit liberty and treafures, inthe midft of one of the moft 
brilliant courts of Europe, and under the moft enchanting cli- 
mate inthe world, were, as it was natural to expe&, a conti- 
nual feene of diffipations and pleafures, which reprefented 
to the imagination of the Neapolitans the happy condition of 
the heroic and fabulous ages, and gave of courfe an inex. 
haufted theme to mufic and poefy , 

His Majefly was now (in 1770)twenty years of age, and 
at that early period difcovered the charatter which has been 
conftantly preferved through every part of his life; a ftrang 
conftitution, found health, reftlefs aétivity, fondnefs for 
hunting, fifhing, and all forts of athletic games,as well as for 
military exercifes; quicknefs alfo of conception, humorous 
turnof mind, uncommon docility ; fenfe of picty,a love of 
juftice, zeal for public prefperity, refpe@ for learning and 
learned men, affociated with humanity, mildnefs, and affabi- 
lity beyond defcription. His firft military eflablifhment, at 
that time, was the tamous body of noble young men, called 
al’ battaglio ne, fo much noticed in the life of Prince Pigna- 
telli. Next to it was the other not le{s famous regiment of 
Liparon. This was compofed of an inferior order of peo. 
ple, not, however, without fome tinfture of lberal educa- 
tion; it confifted of young men of both kingdoms, between 
twenty and thirty, none of whom were under fix feet. The 
King himfelf «was Colonel of thefe two favourite regiments. 
The i immorality, however, of the former, foon induced his 
Majefly to dire&l the honou: of his attention exclufively te 
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the latter. The Liparon became his faithful attendants to his 
country feats and hunting matches, and the fole military body 
whom he commanded in perfon, when they performed their 
military evolutions in the extenfive fquare of the royal pa. 
Jace. 

The chief paffion of his Majefty, at this period, was the 
embellifhment of the royal palace in Caferta, already 
reckoned the moft magnificent in Europe, when we have ex. 
cepted Verfailles, and fuperior even to this with refpeé& to 
unity and clegance of architefture. The two chief works 
attually accomplifhed were the chapel and the theatre: the 
former is one of the beft buildings of the kind; the latter 
much refembles in its plan of building and tafte the Roman 
theatre in the age of Auguftus. 

This paflion extended alfo to the celebrated eftablifhment 
of S. Leucio,in the neighbourhood of Caferta, intended asa 
houfe of education for poor country girls. There they were 
to be taught reading, writing, and all branches ot female 
education: afterwards, thofe among them who choofe to 
marry, were allowed a fuitable dowry ; and fuch as preferred 
celibacy, were appointed governeiles, either in the fame 
{chool or in other colleges of the fame kind. His Majefly 
was fo fond of this eftablifhment, that he very often ho- 
noured the houfe with his vifits, and aflifled occafionally at 
the marriage-ceremony of the girls. He framed and infti- 
tuted a code of laws or rather inftruétions ‘for the govern- 
ment of his houfe; which, being afterwards publifhed, were 
not only diftinguifhed by perfpicuity of ftyle, but enlarged 
the wifdom of good legiflation.
